U. S. CENSUS. 

To the Editor of tho Express 

Dear Sir. -1 read in one of your 
receut issues an article headed ** One 
Million Canadians in the United 
States,” purporting to bp a report fur¬ 
nished by the Census department at 
Washington to Mr. E. Wyman. In 
accepting this report as truthful we 
must not close our eyes to the fact that 
the aforementioned report has a differ¬ 
ent meaning to that which should he 
attached to it by citizens of Canada. 
To the United States it means the 
actual number of immigrants arriving 
in that country from Canada and ali 
children born to these Canadians, are 
accounted American citizens and in no 
case are these children accredited to us. 
These children, if computed at the 
average rate of increase shown by the 
statistics of the United States at 25 
)>er cent each decade would represent 
for ten years alone, 845,410 persons. 
W^j know that 717,147 persons went to 
Sthe United States between 1*70 and 
1NH0, and us a consequence would now 
have been residents for nearly twenty 
years. We will then be free from any 
charge of extravagance if we confine 
our estimate to a period covering only 
ten years. Mr. Wyman’s report, then, 
would make for us a total of at least 
1,220,151 souls, who, under a tolerable 
regime would gladly have beep soils

THE NAPANEE CREAMERY. 

A Description of an Industry Which is of 
iirent Interest to the Tanners of this 
Comma ulty. 

Since the yisit of the representatives 
from the Agricultural College with the 
travelling dairy, in October, great interest 
has been centred on the dairy industry. 
Mr. Ogden Ilinch, who occupied the chair 
on that occasion, stated that if he could be 
assured of the patronage necessary, he 
would equip his Napanee cheese factory as a 
creamery. Steps were taken for the es¬ 
tablishment of a creamery, after a meeting 
had bjen held, addressed by Prof. Palmer, 
and the merits of the creamery had been 
fully explained. The apparatus was order¬ 
ed and placed in position, and the new in. 
dustry is now in operation, Last week our 
representative was driven to the creamery 
and shown through by Mr. Ilinch, and we 
will furnish our readers with a description 
of the process of butter making in a cream 


The size of the entire bui.ding is 70x35 
feet, with an attachment 24 feet square for 
a boiler and engine room and 15 x 25 
for a receiving shed. The boiler is a 
15 horse power, which is necessary, as much 
Bteam is used for regulating temperatures 
The engine is a 10 horse power upright 
and is most complete. Off the engine room 
if the making room, which is 30x35 ft and 
in this compartment is all the wonUng ap¬ 
paratus. Passing through a door from the 
making room we enter the Btormg room, 35 
feet square. When the milk is brought 
each can is weighed and the contents are 
strained through a double-thick cloth into 
a receiving tank of 6000 lbs. capacity. The 
| milk is all taken in on the Babcock test 
and each patron credited with the percent¬ 
age of butter fat contained in the milk. 
The justice of this course will be readily 
seen, when we state that the percentage of 
butter fat in the different sample* varies 
from 34 to 6 per cent. When ‘here is a 
larye quantity of milk in the tank olearn is 
turned on and the temperature raised to 
H4 . Attached to the tank is a faucet, and 
underneath is the separator. The separator 
is one of the most complete pieces ot me¬ 
chanism we have seen. It has the appear¬ 
ance of a small sized ship capstan, as it 
only stands about 3 feet high. It is the 
Alexandra No. 1. Inside is placed a cast 
steel ball weighing about 100 lbs., which iB 
'Thollow inside, and is about half an inch 
thick. This ball revolves at the rate of 
6000 revolutions per minute, and this 
speed, which takes fifteen minutes to attain 
must be secured before the milk is allowed 
to enter the separator. The machine is so 
complete that the speed is ascertained by 
a gong which is struck every hun 
dred revolutions. When the proper speed 
is attained the faucet is opened and the 
milk is run into the separator, where the 
cream is entirely separated from the milk. 
Attached to the separator are two nickle 
plated pip&i, .one to carry off the cream and 
the other for the skimmed milk. The ca¬ 
pacity of tho separator is 2500 lbs of fresh 
milk per hour, and discharges a large cream

tank under the receiving tank, And j of the 
same capacity. The operator turV .2 % steam 
tap and seta an ejeotor in motion, which 
conveys the skimmed milk to a large elev¬ 
ated tank on the south side of the building. 
This tank has a plate glass side, and a sec¬ 
tion for figures. From this tank there is a 
rubber hose passing to the outside, through 
which the customer draws his proportion 
f)l skimmed milk. Just here we will add 
that each customer is allowed 80 lbs of 
skimmed m^lk to every 100 lbs. of milk 
brought to the fuctory. It is demonstrated 
that by the use of the separator there is 
25 per cent, difference from the process of 
gathering the cream at the farm houses. 
Every particle of pregm is taken from the 
milk, and accordingly all the butter is tak 
en from the cream. The cream which 
comes from the separator is put into cream 
vats. These vats are made expressly for 
the purpose. They have refrigerator sides 
in which ice or cold water may be placed, 
also with steam connection, in order that 
tjie proper temperature may be attained. 
Thu val js lined with tin, which is cylin¬ 
drical shaped. When the proper churning 
temperature is secured the cjrejjm is put 
into a large churn, when tho necessary 
quantity of butter color is added. The 
churn used is the Curtis’ Improved iTrunk 
Lid Churn of .100 gallons capacity, and is 
of the most approved pattern. It revolves 
at ftho.yt HO per minute and it takes from 
20 to Ru ...injjl.es to churn when the tem¬ 
perature is exact. The b”fter-milk is then 
drawn off through a fine strainer, after 
which the butter is thoroughly washed. It 
is then weighed and placed on the butter 
worker, when it is worked and salted. The 
worker is the celebrated Mason’s Bower 
Batter worker. The tabic reyolvps, and 
two rollers pass over the butter, while it is 
being turned by the operators. It is then 
salted to suit the most fastidious palate, 
in being salted i ox. to 1 or., of salt is used 
to every pound of butter. After being 
thoroughly worked it is put up in prints or 
tubs and is conveyed to the storage room, 
befa* ready for market. 

,(Jn itae u*y previous to our visit there 
was 8,100 lbs of mjlk j^ken in and on the 
following day it war; churned, producing 
pounds of butter. \Vhen the buffer- 
milk was dratvn off there was over 000 lbs, 
and not a particle pf bptter in the entire 
lot. The creamery is under the manage¬ 
ment of Mr. (ieo. Jackman, who in turn 18 
supervised and instructed by Mr, M. 
Sprague, the inspector of creameries em¬ 
ployed by the Creamery Association of On¬ 
tario. Mr. Jackman is ably assisted by 
Messrs. Dixon and J Mooney. 

The eatabhahoiept of the creamery is a 
boon to the farmer’s wife qa it greatly les¬ 
sens her household duties throughout the 
winter. The only precaution necessary is 
to keep the milk sweet and from freezing. 
Monday and Thursday forenoons of each 
week are receiving days, when the milk is 
taken ;o and sepurated. Tuesdays and 
Fridays j burning and packing days. 

Meetings have be»ri neid ip several nlaces 
throughout the county, which liave r been 
largely attended by the most intelligent lot 
of people which could be gathered together 
for any purpose. The meetings “have been 
addressed by Mr. liinch, who is sometimes 
assisted Ly l *•*. Sprague. Many questions 
are asked throughout fae meetings, and it 
is evident that the farmers of the coup^y 
are eager for all the information procur¬ 
able on this subject, which will prove of 
uyncli benefit to them. New patrons are 
being ^jfaed to the creamery, and larger 
quantities’ oi a»*e biing received daily.

THE BULLET8 FLEW. 

Fonr Masked Men Make a Lively At- 
tempt to Rob a Train. 

Iron Gate, Vo., Dec. 14.—A desperate 
attempt at train robbery was made last 
night just as the C. A O. vestibule train,

Amerioan Publio Health Association held 
during the past three weeks hi the 
City of Mexioo. There were 600 delegates at 
the contention, about one-half of whom 
were Bpanisb-speaking Mexicans. Dr.Bryce 
■ays the Mexican Government rully appre¬ 
ciates the aims of the association. Papers 
were reed at the meetings in both Spanish 
and English and all English papers were 
published by the Government in Spanish and 
distributed throughout the city. 

Of course the ohief matters of discussion 
were the schemes proposed by which Mexioo, 
the United States and Canada might by joint 
or separata action protect themselves from 
the cholera epidemic next summer. A 
special committee on the matter reported a 
.esolutiou calling upon the American Gov¬ 
ernment to at once establish a bureau of 
health, with headquarters at Washington, 
and with complete control of the external 
quarantine of the United States. The reso¬ 
lution also stated that it was quite essential 
for the proposed bureau to be tested with 
powers enabling it td co-operate with the 
Canadian and Mexican authorities. This 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The association also expressed itself in 
favor of a proposition to close all but a lim¬ 
ited number of ports to immigrants from 
Europe. A more effective method of exclud¬ 
ing the fell pestilence would be. they thought, 
to prevent all immigration for one year, but 
in case that was impracticable the steapsbip 
companies ought to be compelled to obtain 
for each vessel sailing from European ports 
for America a clean bill of health from the 
American consul. 

Dr. Bryce expressed himself as well pleased 
with his visit to the convention, and with the 
intelligent interest oar dusky neighbors te 
the south take in sanitary matters.

Dates Hack for a Thousand Years. 

“Dear little Isle of Man,” Elian Vannin 
Veg Veen, is the fond title by its natives of 
one of the most diminutive and interesting 
island countries to be found in thc civilized 
world. 

It is a sturdy little bit of seagirt land, 
set in the turbulent Irish Sea almost equi¬ 
distant from F.ngland, Ireland and Scotland, 
forever withstanding the fiercest of ocean 
currents and thc wildest of ocean storms. 
Thu Imi < y little nation inhabiting it has as 
cease 1 1 - y hid defiance to the maelstroms 
of conlln ii ig interests of men and govern¬ 
ments m-< k.ng its thrall, and from almpst 
■ prehistoric time has preserved so remark¬ 
able a national independence, that to this 
day it comprises practically the only folk 
on British soil who enjoy the full benefits 
of self-government. 

Thc island is divided into ten electoral 
districts, comprising King Orry’s original 
six sheadings of Glanfaba, Middle, Kushen, 
Ayro, (dirif and Michael, eacHKif which re¬ 
turns three representatives the city of 
Douglas with three, find the towns of Ram¬ 
say, Peol and Castlcton, the ancient capital 
of Man, with one each. These twenty-four 
representatives constitute the House of 
Keys, corresponding to our House, of Rep¬ 
resentatives at Washington!** 

Thore is an upper house, called the Coun¬ 
cil, whose powers are similar to those of 
our Senato. It is composed of the lord 
bishop of the diocese (“Sodor and Man”), 
who has a seat but no vote in the British 
House of Peers ; the attorney general, the 
receiver general, the two deemsters or 
judgesf whose oilices, almost a relic of 
Druidisin, arc precisely os constituted by 
the Norse King Orry ; the clerk of the 
rolls, the wutcr bailiff, the archdeacon and 
vicar general, over which the lieutenant 
governor, a Crown appointment, presides. 

The deemsters or judges, who have au¬ 
thority to determine all causes,subject toap- 
pcul to tho government staff, ure still ro¬ 
il wired to taxu the same curious oath as 
when the ancient “llreast Laws,” those not 
reduced to writing until 1417 and orally 
bunded down from one deemster to his sne 
ccssor, jirevuiled. They swear “by this 
Book, and by the holy contents t 
and hy the wonderful works thut God hath 
miraculously wrought in henven above, and 
in the earth beneath in six days and seven 
nights * • • without request of favor or 
friendship, love or gain, consanguinity or 
uiliuity, envy or malice, to execute the law 
of this isle, justly betwixt our sovereign 
lord (or lady) the King (or (Jueen)and his 
(or her) subjects within this isle, anil be¬ 
twixt party and party, as indifferently as 
the herring’s Iwckbonu doth lie in-lhe midst 
of tho fish.” 

Members of the House of Keys are elect 
ed for seven years. The Governor may at 
any time dissolve the House, in case of per¬ 
manent opposition to the Council, when, as 
in England, “an appeal to the country” is 
taken. Council and Keys vote separately. 
Concurrent majorities of each arc required 
to pass measures, and these measures, 
which did not formerly go into operation , 
until promulgated from Tynwald RiU, now 
go into effect an receiving royal assent, 
which is seldom denied ; a* these clever 
patriarchal folk keep a well conditioned , 
lobby iu attendance on the House of Peers 
at Westminster. 

All Manx lows arc called Acts of Tyn¬ 
wald, and the Tynwald court may still, as 
a thousand years ago, be held at any time 
in special session at Tynwald Hill, but 
must os then convene yearly for the promul¬ 
gation of the laws, though, legally, they 
may have already gone into effect. Thia 
ceremonial law has now become a national 
holiday, called Tynwald day. It is U4d on 
the 5th of July, or on the 6th, tf the 5th 
happens to foil on Sunday.. Undoubtedly 
40,UOO of the 50,000 inhabitants of Man 
are unfailing in attendance, and the cere*; 
mony always attracts thousands from 
Lancashire, Cheshire and Cumberland in 
England. 

The Tynwald Hill is situated just west of 
the center of the island between the cities 
of Douglha and Peel, and lies in the roman¬ 
tic pass between the Cairn and Greeba 
mountains. Traditionally it is said to have 
been formed of earth brought here in carta 
and creels from every parish of tho aland. 

Two hundred yards from the Hill, called 
in Manx Cronk-yKeillown, or St John’s 
Church Hill, is the imposing church of St 
John, the gift of the crown to the island, j 
It is a splendid edifice in the Early Decor¬ 
ated style, built of South Barrule granite. 

It was erected in 1847 on the site of a 1 
former church built in 1699, which was it¬ 
self preceded by a temple to Thor. At the. 
southwest corner of'the present edifiqc,iii a. j 
strange Runic monument quit? I,,00u years 
old, with an almost (legible inscription, I 
signifying that “Inosruir engraved these . 
Runes ; n and ths level land rtrond about is 


»m»mu me uuvernqf, lawmakers, 
officials and church digniUnes of the inland 
during the promulgation of the laws. Un¬ 
til ouite recent times the entire text was 
read both in the English and the Manx 
languages; but now only the titles and. 
side notes are read aloud. A huge canopy 
shelter* the mount, held in place by seven¬ 
teen ropes let into rings in an many Nioncs 
at the bottom of the hill, or one for each 
parish of the island.

When these are ended a stately olliei il pro 
cession to the mount, beginn in the folim m. - * 
ordef : Three policemen ; the six corn* > ■> • 
the captains of the seventeen parishc* ; th«* 
clergy, the four high bailiffs ; the IIoiimc of 
Key*; the Council; the sword bearer, car 
Tying the sword with point upward all 
followed by thc Lieutenant Governin' with 
Ins chaplain, surgeon to the household and 
the chief constables.
